Camp Lake Resident 
Killed While Hunting 
Deer in Ashland Co. 



A Camp Lake resident, Ernest 
LaFollctte, 37, died Friday of acci- 
dental gun-shot wounds received 
Thursday while deer' hunting in 
Ashland county. 

The shot was fired by LaFollette's 
brother-in-law, Charles Allender, 
Twin Lakes, according to Sheriff 
Ed McDonald, who said' the two 
men fired at the some deer from 
opposite directions.

LaFollctte had lived at Camp 
Lake three years, moving there from 
Twin Lakes. He was employed at 
Johnson Motors in Waiikogan.

Antioch High Aid Up, 
Grade School Down as 
Report Made to State 

The claim for state school aid 
filed with State Supt. of Public In- 
struction by County Supt. W. C. 
Petty shows increases as the result 
of increased enrollments. 

The total for the county was 
$2,531,654.23, and this year's claim 
is $85,802.48 greater, than last year. 

Antioch High has an enrollment 
of 661 with an average daily at- 
tendance of 622 during the past year 
or 94 per cent. The amount asked 
is $4,050.90, an increase of $563.57 
over last year. 

The Antioch Grade school with 
an enrollment of 640 and an aver- 
age attendance of but 558, asked far 
$30,051.70, a decrease of $2,187.50. 

Channel Lake will get $5,603.38, 
a decrease of -$1,773.90; Emmons, 
$1,219.02, an increase of $132.22. 
Grass Lake, $2,624.60, an increase 
of $176; Millburn, $3,186.15, an in- 
crease of $854.12; Lake Villa, with 
an average, attendance of 761, is 
asking $84,770.99, a decrease of 
$5,637.88.

Attend University of 
Chicago Open House 

Outstanding high school science 
students and their instructors were 
invited to attend an open house at 
the University of Chicago, last Sat- 
urday. 

Antioch High School Chemistry 
and Physics students who attended 
were Robert Gable, Jim Berke, Alan 
Moorman, Robert White and Brian 
Cain. These boys were accompan- 
ied by their instructors, Elroy Rob- 
inson and Elmo Edwards. 

The objective of the trip was to 
expose bright young, high school 
students interested in science to a 
major research laboratory. They 
learned from such noted scientists 
as Harold Urey that a study of 
meteorites had determined that the 
earth is at least 4,2 billion years old. 
Previous estimates based on the 
study of radioactive decay or uran- 
ium into the lighter elements radium 
and lead had placed' the age of the 
earth at 2 billion years. 

Students were free to visit more 
than 30 scientists in their labora- 
tories and were conducted on a tour 
of the "atom smashing"' machine 
which is used in .basic research. It 
was at this same location that the 
world's first chain reaction in uran- 
ium was produced. >

Lost Straw 

The Saturday Evening Post has something 
worthwhile to say about socialized electric power, 
using the Tennessee Valley Authority as an example. 

That magazine observes in a lead editorial: 
"What millions of Americans have scarcely noticed 
is the development of TVA from a Federal project 
to utilize water power for a variety of purposes into 
a gigantic power monopoly dependent for more than 
half its output on steam plants and not on water power 
at all. Just why the taxpayers of the nation should 
be expected to finance the expansion of steam-pro- 
duced electric power in competition with private in- 
dustry cannot be explained by the purposes for which 
TVA was created — namely, development of the hydro- 
electric resources of the area. ..." 

What has happened.in other words, is that TVA 
— using the money of all the taxpayers, and operat- 
ing on a virtually tax-free basis — has grown to an 
extent that would have amazed those who advocated 
it in the beginning. And that always happens when 
the government goes into business on one pretext or 
another. There are no limits to the ambitions of the 
socialists and socialist-minded — and no limits to the 
amount of public money they are eager to spend «in 
the march toward a totalitarian state. 

The. next great step forward in power develop- 
ment lies in generation from nuclear sources. And 
the socialists are frothing at the bit at the thought 
of this. A bill has been passed providing for govern- 
ment construction of four atomic reactors. And the 
danger is expressed by the Post in these words: 
"While the statute limits such projects to those spe- 
cifically named, it does create a precedent for further 
invasion of private povvor by the Government, A 
string of little TVA's . . . could be the last straw." 
In view of the extraordinary technical progress now 
being made by private industry in the electric power 
field, it is difficult to see any reason why the Govern- 
ment should invade it."

Industry Official Warns of 
Serious Forest Fire Danger 



PARIS (Special)— All citizens are 
urged to help prevent forest fires, 
now that the critical forest fire 
season is here, a forest industry 
leader said today. 

A. C. Foley. Chairman of the Illi- 
nois Forest Industries Committee, 
reminded Illinoisans that 10,511 
acres of the state's* timbcrlands 
were scorched in 1956 — an average 
of 42.2 acres per fire — notwith- 
standing organized protection on 
over 2 million acres. 

Without the organized protection, 
many additional thousands of acres 
of timberland would have been 
blackened, said Foley. 

"Both industry and government 
agencies need everybody's help to 
stop the wanton waste of our great- 
est renewable natural resources," 
said the industry spokesman ."Man- 
power is limited in the ten fire dis- 
tricts controlled by the Illinois Di- 
vision of Forestry." 

Forest fire danger warnings have 
been posted in the southern part 
of the state and along the bluffs 
of the Illinois river. Serious fire 
danger has not reached the Rock 
River lowlands, although more dry 
weather could bring a statewide 
alert. 

"Dead foliage in our hardwoods 
provides tinder for an unattended 
spark," Foley added. "Let's all

CHICAGO-^Continulng lower re- 
tail food costs arc the major factor 
attributed to halting — everywhere 
but in Chicago — a steady rise in 
cost-of-living. 

Nationally, the consumer price in- 
dex for October was unchanged' 
from the previous month, the first 
time in 14 months that the coun- 
try's living costs generally have 
not . gone up. The Chicago index, 
however, rose 0.3 per cent. 

Food costs arc one good and suf- 
ficient reason for consumers to en- 
joy the Thanksgiving holiday. A 
national drop of 0.5 per cent in 
basic food costs was enough to stop 
rising indexes (although some 
other commodities went up slightly.) 

For Thanksgiving week, the Uni- 
versity of Illinois consumer service 
weekly survey emphasized retail 
food values along traditional holiday 
menu lines. 

Out-ranking other meat values 
for the week ending Nov. 30 is, of 
course, turkey which pricewise 
hasn't been lower priced in years. 
But for' variety homemakers also 
can consider these additional bar- 
gains: pork loin roasts and chops, 
blade cut beef pot roasts, sirloin 
and round steaks. 

Fresh fruits and vegetables con- 
tinue moderately priced and well 
supplied — an exception being sweet 
potatoes and yams, shorter sup- 
plied and slightly higher priced at 
wholesale'without reflecting at re- 
tail. Tomatoes dropped in price. 

Of special note arc cranberries, 
retailing -below cost in many out- 
lets. N 

Otherwise, the market tone meas- 
ured regularly by the U. of I. is 
unchanged in value bargains and 
price patterns from last week's 
levels, and add up to an economi- 
cal, bountiful Thanksgiving.

clines. Supports on all feed grains 
should be In proportion to their 
relative feed value. 

7. Provide 'for orderly liquida- 
tion of farm products now In govern- 
ment storage — over a period of 
years, and in a manner which won't 
unduly depress current markets. 

Delegates also asked for maxi- 
mum export of agricultural com- 
modities, and opposition to federal 
reclamation projects in a period 
when land already in cultivation is 
producing surpluses. — 

In further action, the representa- 
tives of the nation's largest Farm 
Bureau organization strongly op- 
posed a $248 million stale bond 
issue which has been proposed for 
building and remodeling at the six 
state universities and other state 
institutions. 

Delegates requested instead a lu- 
cent increase in the stale sales tax 
for a period of five years — stating 
preference for a "pay-as-you-go" 
financing plan. 

Another resolution approved ' at 
the meeting asked for a state Income 
tax— to be substituted for a portion 
of personal property and real es- 



CHICAGO — "Orderly abandon- 
ment" of present government pro- 
duction control programs, and sub- 
stitution of a program "designed 
to adjust total agricultural produc- 
tion to market needs through a con- 
servation approach," was called for 
by delegates to the 43rd annual 
meeting of the Illinois Farm Bu- 
reau. 

In one of 17 policy resolutions 
adopted at the meeting, 519 farmer- 
delegates asked for a conservation 
program which would: 

1. Establish a minimum soil 
conserving base for each farm pro- 
ducing grain or fiber producing 
farm. This minimum base acreage 
would be used only for forage or 
soil-building crops. 

2.~ J Permit unrestricted use of the 
forage or soil conserving .crops on 
the minimum soil conserving base. 

3. Encourage farmers to shift 
additional cropland, above the base, 
to conservation uses, by substantial 
government payments. 

4. Prohibit use of this- additional 
acreage shifted to conservation uses, 
for pasture or production for mar- 
ket, except in the event of disaster. 

5. Permit freedom of use for 
acreage not included in the base or 
shifted to conservation uses. Acre- 
age allotments for groin and fiber 
crops would be discontinued. 

6. Provide price supports within 
limits to be fixed by law, to protect 
farmers against disastrous price dc-

"Property taxes, which provide 
the major part of local government 
support, have increased to a critical 
point," the . delegates said. The 
greater part of the increase has gone 
for schools. 

"Since considerable ' real estate 
and personal property is needed to 
farm, rural people are contribut- 
ing far more than their fair share 
to support local government," the 
resolution points out.

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Hi-Fi Pickup Aids 
Recording of Sounds 
Made By the Heart 

CHICAGO— High fidelity, so pre- 
cious to the record collector and 
audio engineer, is also the goal 
of those who hear and record the 
sounds of the heart as an atd to 
the diagnosis of heart disease. 
At the opening session of an 
American Heart Association four- 
day scientific meeting, a new de- 
vice was described that promises 
ultra high fidelity in recording, 
from the. outside of the chest, faint 
heart sounds or murmurs not now 
detectable by methods in common 
use. 

The device is a special "pickup" 
developed through the collabora- 
tion of a medical scientist, Dr. 
Dale Groom of the Medical Col- 
lege of South Carolina, and an 
engineer on the scientific research 
staff of General Motors, Yro T. 
Slhvonen. It looks something like 
a stainless steel microphone or 
small bell. So sensitive Is the pick- 
up, said Dr. Groom, that it has 
been used only in a special sound- 
proof "room within a room," built 
within the hospital laboratory out 
of steel and Fiberglass and mount- 
ed on shock absorbers. 

In this environment, completely 
noiseless to the ear, murmurs 
could be heard and recorded from 
the hearts of virtually all normal 
subjects (mostly medical student 
volunteers), said Dr. Groom. These 
murmurs, the significance of which 
is not known, were similar to 
murmurs heard by other investi- 
gators In normal subjects from 
the inside of the heart when a tiny 
microphone has been maneuvered 
into its chambers at the tip of a 
catheter or thin tube. With the 
new pickup. Dr. Groom pointed 
out, such faint sounds can now be 
recorded from the outside of the 
chest. 



Be Prepared for 
Winter Ailments 

TOLEDO — With Asiatic flu an 
added factor the winter season 
may be a severe one for respira- 
tory illnesses. 

When illness strikes, most fami- 
lies follow the recommended rou- 
tine of telephoning a physician, 
getting the patient to bed, keep- 
ing him warm, etc., but too often 
they don't have in their medicine 
chest items important in aiding 
the comfort and recovery of the 
patient. 

Surprisingly, many homes do not 

even have a thermometer. 

Other non-medical items which 
should be handy in every home 
when common winter illnesses 
strike are: 

An atomizer for spraying nose 
and throat passages with a rec- 
ommended medication to relieve 
congestion and soreness. 

A vaporizer to provide steam 
which relieves coughs and sore 
throats, helps clear congestion and 
eases the discomfort of fever pe- 
riods. 

An ice bag for cooling a fevered 
patient and a hot water bottle to 
help overcome chills. 

Alcohol or other antiseptic for 
washing and sterilizing.

Photographic Technique 
Aids Shock Wave Study 

LOS ANGELES— A photographic 
technique known as a "spark shad- 
owgraph," that freezes action at 
less than one-millionth of a second, 
is making possible detailed studies 
of air shock wave movements 
such as those that might follow 
A- and H-bomb explosions. 

The studies are beinj* carried 
out under the direction of Dr. Bon- 
edict Cassen of the Atomic Energy 
Project of the University of Cali- 
fornia. Los Angeles. 

Refraction by air density along 
the shock wave front causes the 
wave to appear in photos as a 
dark line followed closely by a 
white one. As the shock wave dis- 
sipates the line becomes fainter. 

Shock wave effects on tiny mod- 
els of sky-scrapers, shelter trench- 
es, terrain features and civilian 
bomb shelters in an experimental 
blast tube were photographed, 
Shock waves were shown to "bounce 
off" model skyscrapers but then 
to continue through with lessened 
intensity. They penetrated down 
into trenches even with parapets 
In front. The bottom of a shock 
wave going up a hill becomes a 
"Mach" jet that darts out in front 
Of the wave's main line. 



Catastrophes Took More 
Lives in Past Vi-Year 

NEW YORK— Catastrophes— ac- 
cidents In which five or more per- 
sons arc killed— took approximate- 
ly 1,200 lives in the United States 
during the first half of this year, 
it is reported by statisticians. 

The toll of lives lost was higher 
than for the corresponding period 
of any year since 1047. 

This unfavorable record reflects 
in large measure the heavy loss 
of life caused by hurricane Audrey, 
which struck Louisiana and east- 
ern Texas in late June and left 
approximately 350 known dead and 
a considerable number of persons 
still reported as missing.

ber 1956 showed that alcohol was 
Involved as a major cause in 8 per 
cent of the accidents. For the per- 
iod from 23 December 1956 through 
2 January 1057, alcohol was cred- 
ited with being the major cause of 
44 per cent of the accidents. This 
percentage dropped down again In 
January and later months. Tho 
Commission is making an all-out ef- 
fort to solicit the cooperation of all 
civic minded persons to prevent this 
from happening in Lake county dur- 
ing our Christmas holidays in 1957. 
"The Commission has suggested
